John Wilson, of Scotch- Irish ancestry, was horn in England, 
and came to Orange County, Virginia, in 1740. He was a captain 
in the Revolutionary War. His son was William Wilson, born 
August 15, 1775, in Augusta County, Virginia. He wed Mary 
Leake (daughter of Samuel Leake) on June 12. 1800. He died 
May 27, 1839. She was born in England August 1, 1784, and 
brought to America U1789. William and Mary came to Franklin 
County, Georgia, and later settled in old Campbe 11 County, Geor¬ 
gia. He had a second wife, Elizabeth (no children). He and Mary 
had 12 childre n .

SOME WILSON FACTS 


It is supposed that the immigrant was John Wilson who came 
to Virginia from England, but they were Scotch-Irish. In Georgia 
they were first in Franklin County. John’s son William married 
Mary Leake, who came to this country from England with her 
parents at five years of age. 

John Franklin Wilson, son of William Wilson, left Franklin 
County and came to old Campbell County. His home was near 
the family burial ground, which is on a hill overlooking the 
Chattahoochee River just North of Utoy Creek above Sandtown, 
near the present Miller Wilson’s home. It was a nice, large home, 
but was burned. Before the War, he built a house of stone on 
the square in Fayetteville (where the present jail is) and lived 
there in order to send his children to the Looney School. His 
daughter Henrietta was at Wesleyan College in Macon when the 
War came. He would go back and forth from Fayetteville to his 
plantation on the Chattahoochee in his buggy. One time when 
he got to Westbrook’s Crossing (now Union City) where Dr. 
Green’s house now stands, he got out of his buggy to hold his 
horse as the train passed. He was jerked about by the frightened 
horse and badly hurt. He developed erysipelas and died. 

James Harvill Wilson built the beautiful mansion at Sandtown 
in old Campbell County on the Chattahoochee River. It was built 
between 1833 and 1837. It was remodeled and modernized by 
Mr. Joe Henry Estes who bought it, but soon after it burned to 
the ground in 1953. It was in the columns of that house that 
grain was hidden from the Yankees in the sixties. In Garden 
Gateways magazine of April 1952, the following appears in refer¬ 
ence to this old home: 

“This house was once used as an Indian Trading Post for 
the Cherokee Indians on one side of the river and the Creeks 
on the other; also as a court of justice; and the local post 
office. Long before the War of 1865, this home was used as 
an over-night ‘stop-over’ place for the big four-horse stage 
coach, which plied the muddy road past it and on through 
Atlanta, then Marthasville, on its way to Augusta, the nearest 
railroad line.” 

James Miller Wilson was Fulton County Tax Collector, and 
lived in West End, Atlanta. His daughter Minnie went to At¬ 
lanta’s West End Academy. Later she married Oscar Parker, and 
lived in Fairburn. She was Postmistress there for many years. 

William Leake Wilson also lived in West End, and his son 
Miller was born there. 

Judge William Asbury Wilson had a white plastered brick 
Colonial home near Ben Hill, now No. 621 Fairburn Road, S.W., 



a lovely place still standing and occupied by descendants of his. 
The family cemetery is on a hill back of the house. It is beauti¬ 
ful and well kept. Sherman used his house as headquarters in 
the War Between the States. 

One other Wilson mansion is still standing in a beautiful set¬ 
ting of original trees at No. 3264 Cascade Road, S.W. It is owned 
and lived in by Miss Hallie Young, a great granddaughter of 
the owner. Dr. John Stubbs Wilson.
